Here his habits had already begun to tell 
upon him to an extent that prevented his 
making such an impression as he otherwise 
would have done, or rising to higher hoir 
ors. 
Still no one could know him, even 


then, without admiring his wonderful abili- 


ies. 


After he first began to attract notice and 


jefore Ins legislative career, he was theed- 
tor of several political papers, among which 
be Subterranean will be remembered by 
Ihnde Islanders, and he with it as an ar- 
.ent supporter of the Suffrage party in this 
Itate, and of the movements of Thomas 
V. Dorr.
